IT is no new thing for the party 


which culls itself democratic "flop" on 
t'ic euiroucy question. 
Jefferson, to 


whom domoorats are accustomed to 
"point with pride," was a hard money 
man. 
Ho oxpiessod hia soiitimonta in 


those words: "Tho truth is thatoapitiil 
' may be produced by industry and 
' Moumulated by economy , but jug- 
1 glers ooly will propose to erimte it by 
'legal legerdemain tiieka of 
paper 


'money." The democrats stood wilh 
him 111 ttrong opposition to paper mon- 
ey, and especially to the United States 
bank, until' 1816, when n domoeratin 
congress rochartercd the bank, and _tho 
bank became a democratic institution. 
That was "flop" No. 1. In 1832 
President Jackson began his war upon 
the bank, and tho democratic party, 
with him as its leader, succeeded in 
destroying it. That was "flop" No. 2. 
From that time forward the democrats 
were for bard money, so far as the gov- 
ernment was concerned, though they 
did fully their share toward bringing 
into existence and fostering the success- 
ive wildcat systems that followed tho 
eztinotion of the United States bank 
as ft national institution, until after the 
close of the war of tho rebellion. Then 
under tho leader of auuh " Jeffarsoninn 
Domoorats" as Peadlcton, ,they "flop-- 
ped" back to soft menoy. Or rather, 
considerably more than half of them 
flopped, and n6w they hang suspended 
one section on one side of tho fence, 
and the other on the other. In view 
of iU past record another "flop" is to 
be expected at any time ; but which 
section will "flop" over to the other no 
man can tell.— Chicago Times.
